Next in this series on the city 
budget for the year to June 30, 
1954, comes the parks and recre- 
ation departments. 

The two are closely related, 
but our park department limits 
| its operations to maintenance of 
parks, park facilities and street 
trees. The recreation depart- 
ment is concerned with recrea- 
tion activities carried on in the 
parks and on other public pro- 


perty. | 


Last year the park department 
was budgeted at $29,423, but ex- 
pended only $22,243 due principal- 
ly to vacancies in positions auth- 
orized to be filled. 

This year’s budget of $32,822 is 
up 1142 per cent over last year’s| 
budget. 


This is accounted for by an in-| 


from $1500 to $3200, and services 
and expense from $1500 to $3000, 
reflecting plans or additions and 
improvements to park structures. 

The park department salary 
budget of $21,532 is made up of 
the monthly salaries of a head 
gardener ($378 to $389), two gar- 
deners ($315), a street mainten- 
ance man ($315), and a laborer 
($278 to $294), as well as a charge} 
of $15 monthly representing this! 
department’s share of the salary 
of the assistant superintendent of 
public works and $79 monthly for} 
the superintendent of public| 
works, which position is held by 
the city manager.
